In the autumn of 2013, in Kazakhstan and Indonesia, Xi proposed the building of the Silk Road 
Economic Belt and the 21st-Century Maritime Silk Road - the Belt and Road Initiative (BRI) for 
short. Five years have passed, China's trade with the countries involved has exceeded 5 trillion US 
dollars and outward direct investment has amounted to over 60 billion dollars, creating over 
200,000 local jobs. Speaking of the role that the Belt and Road Initiative has played in the past 
five years, particularly as unilateralism seems to be rising, Li Yong, a senior fellow from the China 
Association of International Trade, said that the Initiative has injected new impetus into global 
development. Li summed it up into ‘ENRICH.’

Li explained that ‘ENRICH’, as a_ single word, it represents the BRI enriching the world with a lot 
of possibilities. And as an acronym, Li added, ‘E’ represents economic well-being: The initiative has 
improved the economic well-being as well as the economic expectations on the basis of the commu- 
nity of shared future for mankind. ‘N’ represents new opportunities and new areas, because one 
country itself cannot explore; ‘R’ stands for re-injection of new development plans: Belt and Road 
can revitalize some of the initiatives with local governments. ‘Il’ means investment, infrastructure, 
industrialization and innovation. ‘C’, of course, for connectivity; and ‘H’ for a harmonious relation- 
ship. The concept of ‘extensive consultation, joint contribution and shared benefits’ upheld by the 
BRI has gained wide recognition in the global arena, which has shown a_ promising future.

Did you ever had a feeling that you may have sold a very valuable coin for next to nothing? Your Editor feels she may have 
sold ZUID AFRIKAANSCHE REPUBLIEK (South Africa) 1800s coins (EF-AU) and is wondering if any of them were 1892, and 
she messed up! In checking the world markets (expressed in USD), the South Africa 1892 5 Shilling for VF20 Single Shaft 
is $240, XF40 is $875, MS60 is $2,800 and MS63 is $5,600; but the Double Shaft is even higher at these grades. 


In viewing the ebulletin of Unique Deals that Colonial Acres Coins sends subscribers every Sunday, the July 7, 2019 includ- 
ed a South Africa 1892 Single Shaft on Wagon 5 shilling EF-Au (EF—45) hairlines originally priced at $1,250 but on sale for 
$600 (and to Unique Deal subscribers for $541.50). These 1892 Crowns are .925 silver, have a diameter of 39 mm, and 
weigh 28.18 g. Obverse: Bearded bust of Paul Kruger as President of the South African Republic left. Legend: ZUID 
AFRIKANSCHE REPUBLIEK. Reverse: Eagle perched on round coat-of-arms within foliagee, six flags in background, inscribed 
banner and rose below. Banner Inscription: EENDRAGT MAAKT MAAKT ("Unity makes strength!") Comment: Single shaft on 
wagon tongue. Legend: 5 SHILLINGS * 1892 *. 


On 17 January 1852 the United Kingdom, ruler of the Cape Colony, approved the independence of the South African Repub- 
lic in the Sand River Convention. “Eendragt maakt magt” was the motto on the new state’s shield and in 1888 it decided it 
should only use Dutch as its official language. The South African Republic (Dutch: Zuid-Afrikaansche Republiek, or ZAR), 
often informally known as the Transvaal Republic, was an independent Boer-ruled country in Southern Africa during the 
second half of the 19th century. Not to be confused with the present-day Republic of South Africa, it occupied the area later 
known as the South African province of Transvaal. The ZAR was established in 1852, and was independent from 1856 to 
1877, then again from 1881 to 1900 after the First Boer War, in which the Boers regained their independence from the 
British Empire. 


In 1900 the ZAR was annexed by the United Kingdom during the Second Boer War although the official surrender of the 
territory only took place at the end of the war, on 31 May 1902. In 1910 it became the Transvaal Province of the Union of 
South Africa. The first president of the South African Republic was Marthinus Wessel Pretorius, elected in 1857, son of the 
famous Voortrekker leader Andries Pretorius, wno commanded the Boers to Victory at the Battle of Blood River. The capital 
was established at Pretoria (founded 1855), though for a brief period Potchefstroom served as the seat of government. The 
parliament, the Volksraad, had 24 members. 


The ‘Dirkie Uys’ Wagon is believed to be over 180 
years old and is presently on display at the First 
Raadsaal Museum in Bloemfontein, South Africa. 
Voortrekker, Afrikaans: Pioneer, Leading Migrant, 
or “those who go ahead”, any of the Boers (Dutch 
« settlers or their descendants), or, as they came to 
« be called in the 20th century, Afrikaners, who left 
‘ the British Cape Colony in Southern Africa after 
« 1834 and migrated into the interior Highveld north 
of the Orange River.

This Single Shaft specimen was lot 20704 in Ponterio sale 161 (Chicago, August 2011), where it sold for $6,095 (USD). 
The catalog description! noted, 


"SOUTH AFRICA. 5 Shillings, 1892. High Grade “Single Shaft” South Africa 5 Shillings. ‘Single Shaft' wagon. There are two 
major varieties for the 1892 5 Shillings, “Single Shaft” and “Double Shaft”. Both were designed by Otto Schultz and tell a 
very interesting story. With presidential elections closely approaching, President Kruger desperately wanted to release new 
coinage into circulation as soon as possible; however, at this time the Pretoria mint was still under construction. Kruger 
not wanting to wait contracted with the Royal Prussian Mint in Berlin to produce the first series of coinage. This proved to 
be a mistake that nearly cost Kruger the election. 


The German die engravers were unfamiliar with the style of wagon used in South Africa and engraved them in the style of 
a European wagon. Although the design was well executed, the wagon was depicted with two shafts and two equally sized 
wheels. This differed from the normal 'single shaft' wagon or 'Voortrekker wagon' used in South Africa which typically was 
depicted with a much larger wheel in the back. Although this seems like a very subtle difference, it nearly cost Kruger the 
presidency. Kruger’s political opponents immediately noticed the incorrect depiction of the 'Voortrekker wagon' on the 
national coat of arms and declared this “an insult”, insisting that the engraver Otto Schultz initials 'OS' represented the 
Dutch word for an Ox. Kruger took full ownership for this error and quickly had the appropriate design changes made. 
Lightly toned with very original surfaces. PCGS MS-63." Recorded mintage: 14,000 single shaft plus 4,327 double shaft. 
Specification: 28.27 g, .925 fine silver, .840 troy oz ASW. Catalog reference: KM-8.1; KJ-147 (single shaft). 


South Africa, after a turbulent history between English and Dutch settlers and the native population, was constituted the 
Union of South Africa in 1910. This coin was an issue of the Afrikaner republic before its conquest by the British. With the 
collapse of apartheid, collecting South African coins is now respectable again.
